The City Curse. 


T h e b e are in this city twenty or 
more boys ranging from fifteen to 
twenty years of age, whose prolonged 
residence in San Quinten would reflect 
more credit on their parents, and 
brothers and sisters, than the lives 
they are now leading. 
For some 
months past the spread and growtli of 
the hoodlum elem ent in Los Angeles 
has been so rapid as to excite feelings 
of alarm and distrust on the part of the 
respectable portion of the community. 
For a town of eighteen or twenty 
thousand inhabitants, our city can pro­ 
duce a greater number of and more des­ 
perate hoodlums than any other place 
in the State. 
Something should be 
done to check the development of 
youthful ruffianism here, and we need 
scarcely remind the officers and Judg­ 
es that desperate cases require desper­ 
ate remedies. 
Light fines are rather 
an encouragement to outlawry than 
otherwise. 
We have had an abun­ 
dance—a surfeit—of this sort of thing, 
and a resort to severe measures is a ne­ 
cessity. 
A youthful blackguard is 
pouring forth volumes of profanity 
and obsenity on a street, lined with 
residences, and when a gentleman re­ 
monstrates with him, he is auswered 
with a dagger thrust, which places 
his life in jeopardy. 
The would-be as­ 
sassin of Mr. H a w l e y offers no justifi­ 
cation for his blackguard conduct or 
his attempted murder, except that he 
was drunk. There are twenty boys in 
this city who do get drunk, aud who 
would no doubt attempt to murder the 
man who asked them to cease the use 
of profane language in tho presence of 
women aud children. Once more we 
assert that the spirit of hoodlumlsm 
must be quelled in this city. 
If the 
officers aud the law are not equal to 
the task, more powerful means must 
be devised.

It is or will be argued against W i l ­ 


l i a m I r w i n , the Democratic nominee 
for Governor, that in the State Senate 
he was the ally of T om F o w l e r in his 
crusade against the no-fence law, and 
that as Senator from Siskiyou county 
lie opposed all propositions for irrigat­ 
ing the agricultural sections. 
These 
two charges would affect Mr. I r w i n ’s 
popularity were they based upon his 
acts as a State officer, but when we re­ 
member that they are objections to 
the record of a State Senator repre­ 
senting a m ining and stock raising 
county, they fall to the ground with­ 
out the support of a single argument.

I r w i n expressed the will and wishes of 
his Siskiyou county constituency as he 
was in honor bound to do. 
But it does 
not follow that as Governor of the 
State, with the interests of the whole 
people at heart that he will express or 
advocate the measures, which, while 
the servant of but a single coun­ 
ty lie felt it his duty to support. 
No man in theState more fully under­ 
stands the importance of a uo-fence 
law as applying to certain localities 
than Mr. I r w i n , and we have no 
doubt but that, as Governor, he will 
earnestly favor the enactment of such 
laws, wherever demanded by the peo­ 
ple. 
He is thoroughly informed as to 
our irrigation necessities and will not 
withhold his signature from any bill 
containing a practical plan for utiliz­ 
ing the water of our rivers and lakes. 
The 
opponents of the Democratic 
ticket will not manufacture a vast 
amount of capital from Mr. I r w i n ’s 
record on these questions. 
During 
the campaign lie will visit the sec­ 
tions in which these charges are urged 
against him, and when the people sec 
and talk with him, they w ill not 
question h ¡9 honesty of purpose nor 
his desire to do all in his power to ad­ 
vance the interests of every section. 


Those Clouded Titles. 


The announcement that the title to 
the San Vicente Ranch is a matter 
yet to be determined by the Courts, is 
not new to many residents of this 
valley. The facts are as follows: It 
was the custom in olden time, when a 
grant was couferred to appoint some 
one as a judge, whose duty it was to 
define the metes and bounds and give 
what was termed juridical possession 
of the grant. 
In the case of the Han 
Vicente grant, one of Los Angeles’ 
most respected citizens, Señor A n t o ­ 


n io C o r o n e l , was the judge selected; 
and avers that he he gave juridical pos­ 


session of but one and oue-half leagues, 
while the present owners of the grant 
are claiming four leagues—two aud 
oue-lialf leagues more than was ob­ 
tained in the original grant. The tes­ 
tim ony of «Señor C o r o n e t, is strong; 
it begins at the beginning and, unless 
controverted, takes from tho holders 
of the grant two and a half leagues of 
land and gives so much of it as does 
not fall to the Southern Pacific Com- 
pauy to tho people. 
The grant is 
within 
the 
twenty 
m ile 
line, 
within which the alternate sections of 
government land become the property 
of the company. * The other sections 
out9idc of the league and a half are 
government land and are now open to 
preemption. 
The boundaries of the 
San Vicente Grant, consisting of one 
and one-half leagues, are not clearly 
defined. The Santa Monica Ranch 
ownership Is in dispute and in law. 
M a r q u i s & R e y s are contesting the 
claim to tho property by those now in 
possession in the courts, and to whom 
the “ prize” will ultim ately fall is 
one of those problems which only time 
and wise judges will solve. Thus it 
w ill be seen that not a foot of tho land 
on 
which 
the 
city 
that 
is 
to 
absorb Los Angeles is to be built, 
is held under a clear title. 
This 
land may bo sold if people can be 
Induced to purchase it, but in the face 
of the above facts we ask, can the 
purchaser hope for such a title to his 
property as will enable him to have 
aud hold against all comers ? No 
man Í9 justified in building on and 
improving land which w ill certainly 
be in litigatiou for years and may 
finally pass from his possession.

was 
not 
fatal, 
but 
was overruled and left the case in the 
hands of Mr. Hawley’s physician, DP. 
Ross, aud his consulting physicians. 
We waited up iu momentary expecta­ 
tion of hearing of the victims death, 
but at 1 o’clock lie seemed to be im­ 
proving, and 
we 
went 
to 
bed. 
The last good-byes had been said 
and Hawley, to many a friend, was 
the 
hoodlum’s victim. 
Yesterday 
morning at an early hour we learned 
that the wounded man was recovering, 
much to the joy of a host of friends, 
and the discomfiture of medical sci­ 
ence. 
By late reports last night he 
was mending rapidly, and Í3 in a fair 
way to be officiating in newspaper- 
dom at an early date. 
H IS ASSAILANT. 
John Mayer, his assailant, hid him­ 
self in a lumber yard on Tuesday 
night, and In tho morning went home, 
when his father promptly delivered 
him to tho Sheriff, who committed 
liitn to Jail. 
Last evening we inter­ 
viewed him in liis cell, and, though 
annoyed by the presence of a mur­ 
derer, a liorse-tliief, a house-breaker 
and several other criminals in the 
same cell, got his statement. 
H IS APPEARANCE. 
He is apparently about nineteen 
years old, and prematurely aged in 
crime. 
He is probably five feet eight 
and a half inches high, slim, rather 
weak build, of a snaky figure, sallow 
complexion, dark hair and eyes. 
He 
has an unhealthy look, physically, 
mentally and morally. 
Though of a 
good family, with model parents and 
respectable friends, lie is evidently the 
out-growth of the streets and dens of 
iniquity, 
lie is a rank production, 
his ideas of bravery and honor being 
obtained from Dick Turpin literature; 
ills pattern of manhood copied from 
the highwayman; his morals obtained 
of the brothel. 
H IS STATEMENT. 
On Tuesday night I was drunk on 
Main street, near the Grange Store, 
and got into a row with a man who 
was called Lynch, and who knocked 
me down, giving me this black eye 
and scatched face. 
As I got up an­ 
other man, wearing a plug hat, ap­ 
proached and struck at me with his 
cane. 
I did not recognize him, it be­ 
ing impossible to do so, owing to the 
darkness. 
I did not know Hawley, 
and had 
been already sufficiently 
abused by the man Lynch, and when 
my new assailant raised his cane, I 
determined to defend myself, struck at 
him and ran, not knowing the result 
of my blow. 
I do not recollect of him 
calling out that he was stabbed and 
did not notice him pursuing mo. 
SUGGESTIONS. 
This was the result of the interview, 
obtaiued in detachments and subject 
to frequent interruptions by a noto­ 
rious criminal named Crooks, who is 
up for stealing a carpenter’s tools, and 
who has evidently taken young Mayer 
under his tutelage. It is a matter of 
regret that our criminal accommoda­ 
tions are so inadequate that a prisoner 
of the age of Mayer is put into the 
same cell with old and hardened crim­ 
inals to receive their instruction in 
deeper infamy. The jail is well kept, 
is clean and neat, but the huddling to­ 
gether of prisoners of all ages and de­ 
grees of crime is against the spirit of 
the age, and the County Supervisors 
should consider 
gravely its conse­ 
quences in the future criminal annals 
of this county. 
As at present consti­ 
tuted, the jail is a Bchool from which 
criminals graduate better fitted for 
preying on the community after their 
slight restraint. The jail should per­ 
mit no communication between crim­ 
inals inside or outside, and unless this 
sequestration is accomplished jails fail 
of their purpose.
